Mx. P R-EB,—In your paj er of the 26ih May, your correspondent “ I ” l.Ml^ 
ported the Four mile race at Baltimore, between Duane and Balie Peyton, ibo 
former by Imp. llcdgeford, and the latier by Andrew. I should not trouble yo« 
with my feeble remarks upon this race, except for the manifest injustice done t9 
Duane, (not intentionally, as I verily believe)- The report leaves us to think him 
in first rate condition in all resfrerts, mounted by a superior jockey, and fully able 
to exert his utmost powers. On the other band, Peyton has every apology that 
could he suggested, to prove his want of success in this rare—to wit:— 

“ He carried 14lbs. dead weight—was rode by a boy who could not control him 
—ran with a slack rein—was much too high—looked as if he bad been stuffed 
with straw the over night—in the 2d heat he started 20 yards behind, and wMrim 
out of the track in one of the turns," etc. 

From all of which accidents and misfortunes, the public tnay infer he lost the 
race. Now, Mr. Editor, could any man sum up a more successful train of excasee 
than are above reported 1 Yet from the same account it apjiears, with all Peytoo'r 
great po'wers and speed, Duane was able to reach him at the important erisie near 
the coming out, or perhaps when called on to do so—he, notwiihstanding, wee- 
beaten half a length (some 3 or 4 feet) in 7:42), by this horse Peyton, that wee 
“ bloated with fat and stulTed with straw." Can any turfman l>elieve that a horee 
in such condition, and so badly rode, with so many mishaps and accidents, can nn 
a four mile heat, over a comparatively slow track, in 7:42i ! 

“ I *’ says, “ Duane got 23 yardn the start in the 2d heat—Bailie was let off el 
a quarter lick, and took the lead at the turn, the 2d. probably, from the stand—he 
was run o'jt the outside of the course, when Duane slipped in, on the inside, and 
too\ the lead at the stand—however, Bilie was again ahead.** And here again the 
reporter says “ Peyton commenced another struggle." Mark, Mr. P., be has juel 
sa d he was ahead. Then whv commence ** another struggle ?" B it, eays ** I,*' 
“he (Peyton) co.ild not catch, hut was near lapping him." It was evident, then, 
that Duane had taken the track at. or very near the stand, because he went at him 
again, and could not lap him at the hill. O.i thia hill Peyton took time to blow n 
little. Mark. Mr. Editor, he wav not yet up with D iane, but trailed to this veri- 
tible hill. “ He then went at him again." says the report, ** with like success." 
With what *' like success 1 ' the success of defeat or failure, or that he lapped w 
passed D.ianc again. Either of these positions may be inferred, yet I cannot 
think It was intended to he so understood, from your cofTes|>ondcnt saying, in tbo 
next sentence, “ it was now clear the race was over." Duane was taken in hand, 
and won th' race in a canter—or rather, they were brought home in a canter." 
Is i‘.not evident to any min acpiaintcd with turf matters, that Balie Peyton wan 
a tired horse—that he had no run in him at the finish! Then why not, in faimesa, 
have said, that Duane was pulled up to wait upon his noble, but defeated coo^ 
petitor. 

I am sorry to see the meed of praise given too much and too frequently in favor 
of ropuLAR owKEx«>, Of the favorite horses—|>erliap8 with no design to injum 
a particular horse, but done without refiection—yet the effect of such a description 
of a race as the above, upon the p-iDlic mind, •no»itahlo In ** I *■** ApinSon of 
the order of Peyton, he must have been greatly mistaken—7:42L and the last 
mile in the 1st heat to be run in 1:52), is strong evidence that the horses were not 
far from tip top condition.

ANECDOTES OF INCLEDON. 


Tne following story relative to his going to sea is said to have been dictated by (this occasion were—” Black Eyed Susan,” “ Death of Admiral Benbow,” “ Scots 


himself:—One lina summer’s evening he was sitting on the rails which surrounded 
the Caihcdfal-yarJ, singing “ Were I a Shepherd's Maid,” from a farce called 

I'he Padlocka gentleman inquired of one of the listener's who the singer was 1 
—Little Incledon, of the Cathedral, was the answer—and the enquirer walked 
away; in the morning, Jackson sent for him, and on entering the room, he found 
a stranger with his master, wlioin he afterwards learned was the enquirer of the 
previous evening. “Young gentleman,” said he, “ Mr. Jackson has given you 
leave logo and sec Co.n.nudore Walsingham. at Torbay ; hare you any objection 
to acco.npaiiy me thither!” Charles was delighted, and readily assented: ho 
accordingly went, and re.iiained on board the Tnunderer three days, charming the 
oificdrs wuii his vocal ab.lities, and himself with a minute examination of the ship. 
The bov, q.iitc happy, wished to remain on board ; the Commodore wished that he 
might; application was midc to his parents for his joining the ship ; but they for¬ 
tunately refused, for llie Thunderer went down in a dreadful hurricane not long 
after. X'ue t:u-ee days ho passed on board that vessel, however, fixed his inclina¬ 
tion for a seafaring lilc; but it was not till four years after, that he had the oppor¬ 
tunity of realising his wishes, when he and a felloA'-chorisier started for Plymouth 
with all tiieir property “ tied up in a bluc-and-white pocket-hankerchief.*' They 
were overia.keu at Ivy Bridge, brought back and punished, by being obliged to per¬ 
form their dunes in the church for a week without their surplices, by way of de¬ 
gradation. As soon, however, as Incledon obtained his liberty, in 1779, he jo.ned 
me For.niddble, of iuueiy-e;ght guns, co.nmanded by Captain Robert Clcland, 
where he remained so ne tune, and then obtained a berth on board the Raisoiiua- 
ble, sixiy-four. la this ship he went to the West Indies as a common sailor. At 
St. Lucie his captain one day gave a large party on board : it was tSalurddy-nighl; 
wives and sweethearts went round amongst the crew as usual—and every man 
was co.apultud lo sing. Charles's vocal talents were then and there unknown, 
but wnen it ca no lo h s turn he burst forth upon them with—’Twas Thursday in 
the Morn. ’ Tne crow involuntarily set up a hurrah at the close, which brought 
out one of the o.licers fro n the cabin, who, listening to the e/tcere, was just as 
much asio.iishod as the sailor.s had been: he called the Captain, who, unseen, 
beard the Dsl verse; when it was over he ordered Incledon 10 put on his best 
jacket and co.iie to tlie cabin, where he remained for some time singing Jackson’s 
songs, to the delight and asiomshiuent of the officers, who jocularly appointed 
him Singer to the British fleet. 

In 18J4 Incledon belonged to the Duke of Cum’berland's sharp-shooters. This 
corps not only e.xerciscd their rifles, but also their knives and forks at some e.xcei- 
lent regimeuul dinners at the Bedford, where they practised military man«.cuvres, 
and vrciii coiiJidored very expert ai quick tiring. Incledon outgrew the service; 
be became so balky that both he and Cooke were, in their skirmishes (in the school 
ihrasc), generally lag last. ITpon one occasion, when the Duke reviewed them at 
Chalk Far.n, ilia usual inanreuvrcs being over, a sham-fight took place, and pur¬ 
sued through the field of Hampstead and Higbgate. On ascending a pretty sharp 
hdl Incledon was so much blown tiiat he sat down on a rail to recover hts wind. 
A lad passing struck up •• Cease, rude Boreas, blust’rmg ratter:'' whether this 
'vas intended or accidental is no matter—it roused him and he made *a start. It 
was not long after whan, on being overtaken bv a butcher-boy, Here, you boy,” 
vud ho, “ carry this d—J gun. and 1 11 give a shilling.” The bargain was struck, 
and he got oa a little better; but soon after, finding his sword was getting between 
his legs, he gave a little girl another shilling to carry i t for him. At the hall he 
made his appearance with his two aides-itu-camp —his rifle and sword-bearers— 
and was received with applause hy a numerous audience, who haded him

On Wednesday, the 
2lsl o» NovD.nocr, 1 m.idj my hrsi appearance before an American audience, and 
received by a spUvid:d and crowded assemblaire in a most flattering maimer. 

1 acted sevenret'ii ntg iis to 5.0 ne of ihe greatest houses ever known in the New 
World: m; o.vn nignt exceeded fo.ir inindred guineas. On the 29ih of Decem- 
hor 1 s.:l oit in o-ie oi the passage-boats I ever saw for Newport, Rhode 
Ula i.*. w.hsc.i v>i) reaciied, after d muii pleasant trip, in tweniy-two hours, and, 
after a snort slay.

well my trim built wherry.” The Hampshire Telegragh observed—“To criticise 
the singing of a man upwards of sixty would be ridiculous, who has undergone 
the hardships he has—tliat was not looked for; suffice it to say, his singing show¬ 
ed what he once could do.” After the last song he addressed the audience nearly 
as follows:— 

“ Ladies and gentlemen,—It is with the sincerest feelings of gratitude I am 
capable of that 1 stand before you this evening to return you my most heartfelt 
thanks for the distinguished patronage you have ever conferred on me. In this 
town and on these boards, i first appeared as a singer; and the encouragement I 
then received from you has proved, I may say, my passport to fame. Ladies and 
genilcinen, since that period I have passed through many vicissitudes; I have 
served his .Majesty in many engagements—there is not a ship in the navy nor are 
there many towns in the country, that I have not sung in ; but still your early 
libciahty has never been effaced from my memory ; it is now six years ago since 
I left the stage, but it has always been iny wish to appear once more before you. 
Ladies and gentlemen, age, sickness, and infirmities have altered me much from 
what I once was, but I have always done my best to please my kind patrons ; and 
I repeat it, ladies and gentlemen, while [ live I shall never forget the sup^mrt and 
encouragement I have received from the inhabitants of Southampton.” 

A tremendous burst of applause followed, and the voleran retired from the stage 
for ever. 

Among Incledon’s weak points was an extraordinary partiality for quack medi¬ 
cines. 'I'herc was not a shop for vending these patent nnposiiions with which he 
was not acquainted; he knew tiie names, qualities, and the advertised virtues of 
every cough-drop, lozenge, or universal specific for hoarseness or cold, that ever was 
invented. He always carried a box with an assortment in his pocket, and if ho 
chanced to be without it, or those which did not happen to please him, he was sore 
to walk into the first chemist's he came to lo get a drauaht to compose his sto¬ 
mach. This mama laid him open to many impositions, as well as lo inaay a hoax. 
One morning Jack Johnstone, in a hcara/'U vhisper, was extolling the virtues of a 
lozenge that he had discovered, and added that Kemble had found great benefit 
from H. Incledon was a hurnt child, Johnstone having played him several tricks 
before; but, Kemble's name having been introduced, he thought he might venture to 
inquire further of him. “ Why, mv dear Incledon,” said Kemble, “I have found 
great benefit from those lozenges, but not till I tried the e.xpedicni of keeping them 
m my mouth all night. ” “ My dear boy,” said Incledon, “ where can I get them 1” 
“ Why, they arc rather expensive,” said Kemble, “ and only to be had at No. 164, 
ill Bond Sireei.” Off went his messenger: the tradesman, a jeweller, was in the 
plot, and gave the messenger an amulet, which he sent in a pill-ho* 

The next morning Incledon attended the rehearsal and was continually spit¬ 
ting. “Well, Charles,” said Kemble. “ has the lozenge done you any good!” 
“ Yes, my dear boy,” replied Incledon, “ I think it has; 1 kept it in my mouth all 
night (spitting again), but it docs not appear to bo at all reduced.” Johnstone 
requested to sec this e.'ctraordinary lozenge. On its production there was a 
general laugh. “ Why, this is a stone,” said Kemble, “you must have gone to 
the w'roiig shop.” Incledon discovered the trick, and joined in the l.iugh against 
himself. 

He died worth nearly X'8000 and left a widow, who still resides at Brighton, 
whither he retired the last few years of his life, and three children. Charles, the 
eldest, was a fanner near Bury St. Edmunds, in l!>uIfolk, who, like his father, had 
naturally a fine voice, but it had not been sufiiciently cultivated ; he quilted his 
agricultural pursuits and made his appearance at Drury Lane Theatre on the 3d of 
October, 1829, in \ oung Meadows in “ Love in a V^illage :” he also played Steady 
m “'1 he Quaker,”and'roai Tug in “The Waterman,” with considerable suc¬ 
cess ; bul retired from the stage at ihc end of ilie season. He now resides at 
Franklori, for the purpose of completing his son’s education in music. The 
second son, Frank, is a respectable tradesman in London ; and the third, a daugh¬ 
ter, IS well married and lives at Sutherland. 

Never did Nature pour out her gifts more profusely on any singer than on 
Charles Incledon; his voice combined every excellence of which the vocal organ 
is capable; powerful, brilliani. rnelodiojs. sweet, liquid and rich, it flowed like a 
torrent, wh'!''>te correct intonation made its most subtiued tones cfTeclive. He 
was by nature a songster, and gave everything he sang his own reading. Mr.

by Lmnspus as ot the genus Ray, species Diodon. It is called by Dr. Mitchill, 
(not without reason, from the bat-like structure of its flaps or wings,) **tbe vam¬ 
pire of the ocean.” It is known with us as the “devil fish.” Its structure indi¬ 
cates great muscular power; it has long angular wings, a capacious mouth, but the 
greatest singtilarity of its formation consists in iis arms, (or horns as they are 
called.) which extend on each side of the mouth, and serve as feeders. Its sixe, 
With us, IS Irom ten to iwcntv-five feet, measured across the back tramversely. 
Its longitudinal measurement is less. Valiant describes this fish as reaehing the 
size of fifty feet, on the coast of Africa; but Valiant was a traveller ! I ant a 
sportsman merely, Mr. Editor, and claim no charter to exceed the truth. I must 
own, then, that the largest I have seen and measured, was but eighteen feet acroM 
the back, from three to four feet thick, as it lay on the ground, had horns or feedera 
three feet in length, curiously articulated at the ends, so as to resemble the flogert 
of the human hand when clenched, and enjoyed an amplitude of mouth, iiifficiftt 
to admit of its receiving two aldermen abreast, bad it relished such a quintetsence 
of turtle. 

It is the habit of this fish to ply these arms rapidly before its mouth while it 
swims, and to clasp with the utmost closeness and obstinacy whatever body it has 
once enclosed. In this way the boats of fishermen have often been draoed from 
their moorings and overset by the devil-fish having laid bold of the grapoM. It was 
in obeying this peculiarity of their nature, that a shoal of these fish, as they swept 
by in front of my grandfather's residence, would sometimes, at fiood-tide, aj^soach 
so near to the shore as to come in contact with the water fence; the firm posts of 
which they would clasp and struggle to uptear, till they lashed the water into a 
foam with their powerful wings. This bold invasion of hi# land-marks my father 
determined to resent. He launched his eight-oared baige, prepared hit laekla, 
notified his neighbors of his plan, and waited patiently for the nest appearance of 
his enemies. It was nol many days before they re-appeared to renew their apocta. 
He then manned his boat, and soon glided, with inutHed oars, into the midst of the 
shoal. “ May,” said my mndfather to his favorite African slave, who acted as his 
barpooner, ** look out for me leader, and strike a sure blow.’* 

“ Let me lone for dat, massa,” said May, as, staff in hand, he planted his foot 
firmly on the bow of the barge. He stood there but a second, when gra^ng his 
staff in both hands, he sprang into the air, and descended directly on the back of 
the largest devil-fish, giving the whole weight of his body to the force of the stroke! 
The weapon sunk deep into the body of the fish, and before he bad tightened the 
rope, May had already swam lo the boat, laid his hand on the gunwale, and been 
dragged on board by his fellow blackics, who were delighted at hts exploit. The 
fish now darted off furiously with the barge in tow—the bugle sounded the con¬ 
certed signal. The planters manned their boats to intercept the barge; and each 
boat as it arrived was lashed alongside of the barge, so that shortly a amall fleet of 
boats was drawn swiftly along with the tide. They approached so near mv grand¬ 
father's door that he onlercd a bowl of arrack punch to be prepared and sent on 
board. It soon arrived to refresh and exhilarate the sportsmen of the lilUe aqead- 
ron. To conclude my story, the fish was wearied out, drawn to the top of the 
water, speared to death, and when landed on the beach, measured twenty feet 
across the back. 

I suspect, Mr. Editor, if the truth were told, we have few sportsmen who wovld 
venture on the daring feat of the African “ May.” Had be belonged to the Saxon 
or Norman race, he had probably been knighted, and quartered on his shield the 
horns of the devil-fish in token of his exploit! As it is, his praise had almost been 
unsung, “.tocro t/uta caret vote." 

Our modern sjiorlsinen, far ironi attacking, are content to be let alone by these 
devil-fish. But two instances to the contrary luve occurred within ray own recol¬ 
lection. The lirsl eventuated in a sound ducking to the parties concerned: the 
last was more curious.

rested 00 his bright harpoon, which lay invitingly at bis side. He sprang forward, 
secured his line to the head of the boat, and darted his harpoon at the nearest of 
the sportive monsters. A violent fall at full length into the bottom of the boat, u 
it shot forward almost from beneath his feet, was the firet indication be received 
that his aim had been good, and casting upwards bis eyes, he beheld his little boat 
buried, as it were, in the waters, while the divided waves curled over it, but fell 
not, (such was the rapidity of its motion,) till they were fairly left astern. His 
oarsmen, like prudent fellows, had taken, through choice, the position which their 
master had adopted through necessity, and quietly prostrated themselves iu the bot¬ 
tom of the boat, where they rightly supposed their situation was safest. 

There is much that is pleasant in the excitation of violent motion! So thought 
Dr. Johnson. It is probable Jones would have added the proviso, “ so long as the 
motion is under our regulation.” It was not until some minutes had elapsed that 
he had the presence of mind, or the power to crawl from his recumbent posture, to 
occupy his appropriate scat at the stem, where, however, he soon settle btraself, 
and enjoyed the whole luxury of bis situation. The wind fanned his face, his hsir 
streamed off at right angles from his head, and the water foamed furiou^ about 
the steam, as the boat, impelled by this more than Triton, darted through the wa¬ 
ters with the speed of an arrow. And now he approached his home, a^ he re¬

Such as 
had bee i tried were winners, and the most sanguine expectations were entertained 
of the iierfonnance of the others. Colts and fillies by Bertrand, Woodpecker, 
Collier, .Modoc, and Waxy, were to contend against each other, and a much greater 
solicitude '.vas felt and evinced, that the porformince of each entry should sustain 
tho reputation of the sire, than any feeling of gratification derived from the simple 
obtcniion of tho prize, could have afforded. 

The first entry on the hand-bill {Gonjiict, a b. c. by Bertrand, dam by Gallatin, 

4 yrs.) won the race in very good time (3:55—3:54) and without a struggle. His 
re.seinblance to Arhaces in color, form, and carriage, is most striking and remarka¬ 
ble.

Keph, Dick Johnson, and Conflict, were the only horses brought to the stand in 
the 3d heat. They got off very quietly, Keph leading for the first mile. He then 
bottled up his courage for a while, and left the task to Conflict, who was next in 
the string. Dick Johnson now made play, went ahead of Keph, and thinking the 
coast clear, made his dash at Conflict. This the latter sustained for at least a 
m:le and a quarter, when up came Keph again, rattling away at a bold stroke. To 
Lp and pass D.ck Johnson was the work of an instant; then passing on. Conflict 
yielded the track to him without a struggle, and continued to fall in the rear, till 
he was passed by Dick Johnson. From the Oakland House home, a distance of 
1003 yards, the struggle was severe between Keph and Dick Johnson, in the 4th 
mile.
